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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (A) The cover plate of Johansson et al was not 
conductive. The anode electrode of Ashjaee et al was conductive. Johansson et al teach that there must not be conductive material 
between the eddy current sensor and the substrate. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would have formed an aperture through the 
anode electrode of Ashjaee et al to permit the eddy current sensor of Johansson et al to operate. (B) Johansson et al teach (see figure 
2A) locating the sensor in a housing in the platen. The platen was omitted from figures 4A-4C for clarity. However, Johansson et al 
clearly suggests using a housing in the platen for containing the eddy current sensor. (C) What is taught by Johansson et al is to avoid 
excessive thickness or magnetic material between the eddy current sensor and the subtrate to be measured. What Ashjaee et al is teach 
a metal anode loocated above the platen. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been aware that such a metallic piece would 
have interfered with the operartion of the eddy current sensor. This is the motivation provided for by the prior art in making an aperture in 
the anode of Ashjaee et al to prevent interference with the eddy current sensor. Thus, there is no opninion involved. The rejection is 
based on the facts disclosed by Ashjaee et al and Johansson et al.
